TO EVICTION 
FARMER PLAN 


“Toiling Farmers” Meet- 
ing at Regina Draws up 
Program Action 


REGINA, July 7—Militant resist- 
ance to evictions, with hunger 
marches and demonstrations, was 
the keynote of the plan of action 
adopted by the national conference 
of toiling farmers in the closing 
sessions of the three-day conference 
here Friday 


Coupled with the plan, which in- 


volves boycott of foreclosures, 
were six demands, as follows: 
4-—Cash relief. This demand in- 


volves distribution of surplus food 
at government expense, guarantee 
of nine-month operation of school 
and opening of all closed 
with free textbooks and free trans- 
portation to schools in rural areas 

2—Cancellation of secured debts, 
mortgages and back rents. United 
refusal to pay debts was urged in 
this demand 

3—No e\ foreclosures, 
and re-instatement of evicted farm- 
ers. This demand called for putting 
“the farmers’ right, by years of toil 
ahead of the legal rights of the rob- 
ber class.” 

4—Higher prices for farm pro- 
ducts, but not at the expense of the 
workers. This would be accomplish- 
ed by an attack on the profits of 
trusts and monopolies 
Tax relief through higher 
taxes on banks, trust companies and 
insurance companies 

G@—Reduction in rent to the grow- 
ing tenant class

dictatorship. That is the issue; and here mem- 
bers of parliament are called upon to pass an 
act that makes the banker the ruler of parlia- 
ment. 

The Chairman: Terrible. 

The Witness: Well, it is not only terrible, but 
it is assinine and stupid. Bonaparte had a good 
idea of that, and he knew something about 
dictatorship. May I commend to the members 
of this committee a book which my good friend, 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie, of Vancouver, was kind 
enough to give me since I came here, on Mon- 
archy or Money Power, which is a splendid 
treatise on the Buropean development. The 
author is Mr. R. MeNair Wilson, and the pub- 
lisher is Eyre and Spottiswoode, London, Eng- 
land. This book says: 


Having made peace with the whole 
world, Bonaparte set about his task of 
preparing himself and the French people 
for the return to the Gold-system. It was 


ordained by him that money should not be 
exported from France on any pretext 
whatever except with the consent of the 
government— 
He knew what hé was doing. 

—and that in no circumstances should loans 
be employed to meet current expenditure 
whether civil or military. 

The object was to withhold from finance 
the power to embarrass the government, 
as it had embarrassed the government of 
Louis XVI. When a government, Bona- 
parte declared, is dependént for money upon 
bankers, they and not the leaders of that 
government control the situation, since “The 
hand that gives is above the hand that 
takes.” 

While éven a child should be able to see the 
danger we now propose to set up a bank that 
puts all the money and credit of nation and 
people under the control of bankers. They will 
then become the actual controllers and rulers 
of the government. Instead of having se!f- 
government under a democracy, you have a 
sham of self-government and democracy. You 
have an oligarchical plutocracy of money power 
in control of guvernment and people and that 
is the kind of thing the Bank of Canada Act is 
designed to create. Why the politicians them- 
sélves should fall for it is something I cannot 
understand. We are placing usury in its most 
dangerous form in charge of the nation 

Now, people say to me that a man who 
talks about usury in the old biblical sense is 
not living up to modern times, that men are 
cranks who denounce usury as unsound. But 
the London Chamber of Commerce in Janu- 
ary of this year comes out with this statement 
as a headline, “Good Will or Usury?” It says: 

Humanity can have good will and peace 
but it cannot have usury and peace 

It then goes on to show that under our sys- 
tem the banker is allowed to create a substi- 
tute for money out of nothing, lends it as 
though he were lending money, and exacts not 
only interest but a repayment of bookkeeping 
entry loans, at interest in money; and both 
principal and interest are repayable in money 
“The point is this, that the community always 
owes, in money to the bank, more money than 
the bank, in fact, issued; because the bank 
never issues the interest which the community 
is under obligation to pay.” As a result of bank- 
er management we in Canada have climbed up 
into the position of owing $9,500,000,000 at in- 
terest. Ask yourselves how those debts have 
been pyramided up, and ask yourselves again 
how in the world you are going to pay them 
You never can, as the London Chamber of 
Cornmerce points out, because the banker lends 
you the principal and he puts that in circula- 
tion, but he does not put the interest in circula- 
tion. Let us keep that thought in mind. Here 
is how it works out. You borrow $100,000 to 
build a road or a bridge or a school, and what 
happens? Let us assume that you are borrow- 
ing that $100,000 at 5 per cent for twenty years 
Yes, you put $100,000 in circulation, and you 
use that medium of exchange to co-relate labor 
and materia]. You build $100,000 worth of real 
wealth, and your books balance. You have got 
$100,000 of real wealth and $100,000 put in 
circulation, but you don't leave it there. You 
add 5 per cent on the cost which nobody puts 
in circulation, and you ask the taxpayer to re- 
pay in twenty years another $100,000 in addi- 
tion to that which was put in circulation. Where 
is it going to come from? Why, it invariably 
comes from another loan. If it does not come 
from another loan, one thing must result. At 
the end of twenty years you have got a school, 
but you have paid back your $100,000 which it 
cost, and you have paid back another $100,000, 
in the medium of exchange, which is necessary 
to maintain the school; your people are $100,000 
poorer than they were before the school was 
built, because the credit dealer has increased 
his $100,000 by another $100,000 of the people's 
credit or money wealth.- This should prove to

What Do You Weigh? 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


One of the simple tests you may use to help 
check up On your health is to find out how 
much you weigh. Then find out what the av- 
erage weight is for a person of the same sex, 
age and height. If you are within ten pounds 
of the average, you are doing well 

It is a good plan to weigh 
yourself every few months 
and if there has been either 
a rapid loss or gain in weight, 
give the matter your atten- 
tion. For example, I have a 
letter from a woman who 
states that she has gained 40 
pounds in six months. In 
such a case, a complete 
examination is advisable, 
to find out the underlying 
Dr. F. McCoy — cause of this quick gain, Very 
often a change in weight will manifest itself 
before any noticeable disease symptoms appear, 
similar to the loss in weight which may accom- 
pany stomach ulcers or tuberculosis. 

A curious rule about your weight and your 
health is that before the age of 30 or 35, your 
chances for a long life are better if you weigh 
slightly above the average, while after 35, you 
will probably live longer if you are about ten 
pounds underweight 

A young person who is underweight has a 
greater chance of developing such disorders as 
tuberculosis or pneumonia than one who is 
slightly overweight. However, after 35, it is no 
advantage to be overweight, ifsurance statistics 
tell us, as those who allow themselves to be- 
come too heavy are in danger of diabetes, high 
blood pressure, and kidney disorders. 

It has been estimated that one person out of 
five has something seriously wrong with his 
weight. In figuring out the correst weight for 
yourself, always allow for your body build. If 
you are a chunky, solid build with heavy bones, 
you do not need to worry if you are ten pounds 
overweight, but if you are of a slender build, 
you are all right if ten pounds under the 
average. Weight charts do not tell you exactly 
what you should weigh, they only tell you about 
what you should weigh and you must allow for 
individual variations. 

While the weight charts which you will find 
printed, generally allow for a gradual increase 
in weight as you grow older, I find that the best 
plan is to try to keep the correct weight for the 
age of 21, since as I have already told you, it is 
harmful to grow too heavy with advancing 
years 

In trying to change your weight, it is a good 
plan to do it gradually. Either gaining or losing 
too fast can not be considered healthful. Avoid 
extremes in either adding extra pounds or get- 
ting rid of them. The best weight for you is the 
weight at which you feel the best and has the 
greatést amount of energy, regardless of all 
charts °

A Day in Canadian History 


On July 8, 1758, the British met 
with one of the worst defeats in 
their history in America. Mont- 


calm, then at the height of his 
military power in New France, 
had invaded British territory, 


captured the point of Ticonderoga, 
changed its name to Carillon, and 
erected a very strong fort 

General Abercrombie, with 
6,000 regulars and 2,000 militia, 
moved up the Hudson to attack 
the French garrison: but they 
had been warned of his coming 
A chance shot spoiled the British 
plans Lord Howe and Robert 
Rogers, with a party of Rangers, 
were in the van 

Suddenly they came in contact 
with a small party of French, 
lost in the bush. Caught between 
two divisions of the British army, 
few of the French escaped; but 
in the skirmish Lord Howe fell 
Abercrombie might have brought 
up his artillery and battered the 
French fort to pieces, or he could 
have kept Montcalm at bay with 
a part of his overwhelming num- 
bers, marched the rest to a point 
higher up Lake Champlain and 
sat there until he had starved out 
the whole French army, which 
had provisions for only eight days 

Instead he sent his troops (Pro- 
fessor W. L. Grant émphasizes the 
word “sent” by adding “he did not 
lead them’) to the attack. The 
French fought gallantly behind a 
wooden stockade, on the summit 
of a slope which they had stréwn 
with boughs of trees and sharpen-

LEAVE IT TO THE EELCTORS! 

Out of the turmoil now existing 
in provincial political affairs, one 
clear opinion is held by all sen- 
sible men; namely, that just as 
soon as the incoming premier, 
whoever he may be, has brought 
about a comparative degree of 
order in government business, a 
provincial general election should 
be held and the people of Al- 
berta relieved of the doubts, 
fears and difficulties created by 
a government which is now in its 
death throes 

If the resignation of Premier 
Brownlee had come shortly after 
an election had been held, mat- 
ters would be different and there 
would be no complaint if the U. 
¥.A. members effected a satisfac- 
tory reorganization. But the last 
election was held in 1930 and 
these members lost public con- 
fidence long ago. They may kid 
themselves that the electors feel 
sure of their ability to straighten 
matters out; but the facts are 
that the public has revolted from 
the U.F.A. and is just waiting for 
a chagce to dispose, once and for 


all, of these self-satisfied time- 
servers 
*Under ordinary procedure, a 


general election should have been 
held this year anyway—but the 
Brownlee government was afraid 
to face the issue. Now that cir- 
cumstances and conditions sur- 
rounding the resignation of the 
premier are public property, it is 
a crime against this province for 
these men to venture to hold of- 
fice one moment longer than is 
necessary to get the election ma- 
chinery oiled up for action 

The new premier must be given 
an opportunity to select his cab- 
inet and make the necessary ad- 
justments in the various depart- 
ments But having done that, 
the new premier must immedi- 


ately appeal to the people for 
endorsement. This is the long- 
established custom in all British 
constitutional governments and 
these U.F.A. members have no 
right to flout this sane procedure. 
The fact that the U.F.A. members 
have a majority in the legislature 


at the moment should not deprive

them of their sense of decency— 
even if they have no sense of 
pride or propriety

1 but 59 are strapped to 
their mother’s backs with a piece of 
indigo blue cotton. The others are in 
a sort of cage presided over by 
three mammies who are probably 
the most fruitful mammies living or 
dead, because they defy all tribal 
precedents by soothing every baby 
who weeps in the same way you 
and I were soothed when we were 
starry-eyed little gaffers with empty 
tomachs. Or maybe you were rais- 
ed on a bottle; but I wasn't 


ADMIRES CHINESE 

In my prowling around the 
world’s back alleys one of the things 
that never fails to excite my deep- 
est admiration is the strength and 
patience of the Chinese coolie.

Women Protest 
Export Of Butter 
From South Africa 


CAPE TOWN, S. A., July 7.—Fol 
lowing a visit from a delegation of 
the South African National Council 
of Women the Dairy Board is be- 
lieved to have postponed ils pro- 
| posed export of “surplus” butter 

It was impossible, the women ar- 
gued, to talk about “surplus of but- 
| ter” until the consumers’ power of 
| absorption had been tested by put- 
ting butter on the market at a price 
bringing it within reach cf te 
people. They did not ask that it 
should be sold at the world pric 
nor were they raising any prot 
against exclusion of butter from 
other countries 

They did, however, think that the 
board should give the South Afii- 
can market every chance of show- 
ing what it could absorb before 1¢- 
sorting to the present elaborate sys5- 
tem of levies and subsidics, “with 
the consequent dumping of a food 
stuff badly needed by the pevpie of 
South Africa.” 

The women produced statistics to 
show that in December, 1932, 450,- 
000 pounds of butter were sold in 
one week when the price was a 
little more than 24 cents, whereas 
|}in December last, although times 
were much better, only 265,000 Ibs 
were sold when the price was about 
48 cents. It would pay the prodticer 
better, they argued, to sell the 
whole of his output here at 
about 24 to 36 cents than to sell a 
proportion here at about 48 cents 
and to dump the rest overseas at 18 
or 20 cénts a pound

‘STETTLER ASKS 
COURT PENALTY 
BE LIGHTENED 


STETTLER, July 7—Residents of 
Stettler and neighboring districts 
have joined an appeal the 
attorney department to 
set aside or ameliorate a judgment 
given by Mr. Justice Ives on April 
23, awarding $6,000 damages against 
Edward Barnett in favor of Cyril 
B. Inions and a petition, bearing 170 
180 names, headed by W. W 
Sharpe, mayor of Stettler, has been 
forwarded to the attorney-general 

Barnett was found guilty by Mr 
Justice Ives of ‘negligent driving, 
resulting in the death of Victor In- 
ions, six-year-old son of the plain- 
tiff, on the Stettler to Lacombe 
highway, on May 14, 1933 

The petitioners state that the 
payment of damages has had and is 
having a serious effect on the de- 
fendant, whose resources have been 
heavily taxed to meet the damage 
assessment 

“From our knowledge of the de- 
fendant, Barrett,” the petition state 
“we do not think that he would be 
wilfully negligent of the rights of 
others and a presumption of wilful 
damage is ridiculous 

“We are informed that the plain- 
tiffs would be willing to take less 
in settlement and we believe that 
the judgment is out of proportion 
to the culpability of the defendant.” 

At the time of the accident, the 
Inions family was travelling in a 
car from Stettler to Lacombe, going 
west. The car was stopped when it 
was found the engine was heating 
near Erskine. There were five 
adults and six children in the car 
and, just after it stopped, the en- 
gine caught fire. Opening the door 
the deceased boy's mother pushed 
the child onto the road, directly in 
the path of Barnett's car, which was
